June 29.—The gov­ 
ernment today closed its books for 
the first fiscal year of war. More than 
twelve billion six hundred million is 
the actual outlay since July I, 1917, 
to pay for the army, . navy,

to allies and other expenditures. In 
peace times the annual expenditures 
is less than a billion. War activities 
are now costing fifty million daily.

SAXONY REFUSES TO 
OBEY KAISER'S ORDER. 
(By the Associated Press) 
New York, June 28.—The govern­ 
ment of Saxony has refused to corn­ 
ily with the German Imperial Law 
providing for a new uniform ration 
of food for the whole German Em­ 
pire because there has been failure 
of crops in Saxony, says a Dresden 
dispatch to the Berlin Tageblatt, a 
copy of which has 
been 
received 
lere. 
The dispatch stated that the 
Saxon authorities had declined to re­ 
duce the daily bread ration of the 
Saxon people. 
Announcement by the German food 
controller that Germany had sent 
400,000 pounds of potatoes to Bohe­ 
mia evoked a protest from a socialist 
member of the Prussian Diet who 
said he did not understand how food 
could be sent to Bohemia when the 
Germans were suffering from a short­ 
age of it.
